(2) It 4s believed that the radio intelligence 
units are subordinate to the Inspectorate 
of Signal Trceops and cooperate closely with 
the IV Department (Counterintelligence) re- 
garding the results of radio intelligence, 

(3) The organization indicates that the 10ist 
«tz Rad Int En is a training battalion for 
radio operators and radio officer candidates 
of the Hungarian Arty, The battalion's de= 
signation is therefore ™Ilsleading. 

(4) The 1024 ~tz Rad Int Bn ig purely a radio 
intelligence unit, according to its organiza-~ 
tion and “Missions, The lst Co appears, there~ 
fore, to have been erroneously designated as 
a teletype Co™any. It is actually engaged 
in the auto™atic reception and transcription 
of radio “essages, and sound-track reception 
of news broadcasts. 
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
